Under this proposed amendment the 
tax Vincent Astor would pay to the 
government would be $43,799,500.

000,000 tipped into his lap, a fortune 
made by millions of people in th# 
United States, a fortune for the accu­ 
mulation of which ho did not sweat, a 
drop, a fortune accumulated without 
an effort of his hand or brain. Such a 
tax would not he robbing Mr. Astor.

Follette to Amend Wool Schedule, 


But He Failed,— Democratic Leaders 


Seek to Force Final Vote Regard­ 


less of Argum ent. 


W ashington, Sept. 9.— Plans of the 
D em ocratic leaders to pass the tariff 
btl! in the senate last night w ent awry, 
uud ut a late hour adjournm ent was 
taken 
until today, 
with

standing that a vote shall be had on 
the m easure at five o’eloc k this after­ 
noon. 
It 
was clearly dem onstrated 
that the president Is in control of the 
situation, and that the bill will g i 
through safely on Its final passage. 
Dem ocratic leaders had done their 
utm ost to suppress general speeches 
and Terce progress, and before the 
e vi ning session was well under way 
voting on final im portant am endm ents 
had begun. 
The first hint of the final fight over 
free raw wool cam e when Senator La 
Follette introduced a general substi­ 
tute for the wool tariff sections of tho 
U n d erwood-Slmmons bill. 
An Inher­ 
itance tax am endm ent offered by Sen­ 
ator Norris was pending at the time, 
and 
debate 
alternated 
between Hie 
subjects for several hours. 
T h e La Follette wool plan (am e as 
a surprise to the Democratic aide. In­ 
stead of the. expected fifteen per cent 
duty on raw m aterial after Jan. I next 
his substitute proposed a general cut 
of the wool rates, base*! on a thirty 
per cent raw wool duty for 1911, a 
twenty-five per cent duty for 191r* an i 
a fifteen per cent duty after Jan. I, 
1916. 
W hen Senator La Follette conclud­ 
ed S enator Stone, in charge of th** 
wool sections of the bill, urged l>etno- 
r rats to refrain from debate 
He said 
the subject had been thoroughly cov­ 
ered before; that Senator lot Follette 
had 
refrained 
from 
offering 
his 
am endm ent when the wool Issue was 
being discussed, and that the tariff 
hill s passage should not be delayed by 
the reopening of the wool fight. 
W hile the high woolen tariff rates 
of th e present law came in for much 
of S enator I .a Follette’# criticism, he 
insisted th at the Democratic bill did 
not treat the wool raising industry 
fairly. 
He declared the wool duty was 
about th e only tariff Pity from whi* h 
the farm er profited, and dem anded an 
explanation for the Democratic plan 
of taking all th e duty off wool at once, 
while l/ouisiana sugar producers were 
given th ree years in which to p rep a rt 
for free sugar. 
W hen the vote (am e at the night 
session th e substitute was defeated, 
41 to 28, and Immediately afterw ard 
S enator I.a Follette offered another 
am endm ent to fix a straight fifteen per 
cent 
duty 
on 
wool 
and 
this 
wa** 
prom pty voted down. 39 to 29. 
Tin* 
Penrose wool substitute was defeated 
viva voce. 
Senator Brady, of Idaho. Republican, 
credited the Democrats with good l a t h 
in their efforts to prepare a fair tariff 
bill, but insisted the present m easure 
would be a failure, 
He said farm ers 
throughout the west who voted for the 
D em ocratic party did not believe that 
agricultural products would be put on 
the free list. 
Senator W arren, of Wyoming, said 
the bill m eant free trade as far as his 
state was concerned, and that "abso­ 
lute free tra d e ” was the ultim ate end. 
S en ato r Jones, of W ashington, Re­ 
publican. had offered an inheritance 
tax am endm ent and said be believed 
the country would soon recognize the 
justice of heavy taxes upon large in 
herlted estates. 
His plan would Im­ 
pose a graduated tax, running up to 
thirty-five per cent on lineal inherit­ 
ances of over $3u,000,000 and fifty per 
cent on collateral inheritances above 
$15,000,000.
